Statement of services for which the decoration has been 

awarded. 

O 11 the 22nd August, 1969, Shri Satish Chandra Tiwari, 
Assistant Sub-Inspector of Police, received information, 
about the presence of five dacoits belonging to the gang of 
Bhawani Singh in Village Tikrl, Police Station Amayan. 
Shri Tiwari left for tho villago immediately with the avail- 
able police force. On reaching the outskirts of the village, 
he decided to carry out a reconnaissance of the villago him- 
self, Disguised in civilian clothes and posing as a Vaidya 
he had the informer take him to the dacoits where he 
actually administered medicine to one of them. Shri Tiwari 
took this bold and courageous step knowing that the slight- 
est suspicion on the part of the dacoits would have resulted 
in his death. 

Returning to the police party Shri Tiwari organised a 
raid and encircled the house where the dacoits were hiding. 
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Deputy Superintendent of Police (Officiating) 
Gorakhpur, Uttar Pradesh. 


The dacoits started firing and tried to break out. Shri 
l^ari climbed on to the roof of the house and lobbed a 
grenade on the dacoits, killing two of them. 

Constable Akbar Singh had been posted at the entrance 
of the village to prevent the escape of the dacoits. 

When the dacoits tried to break out under cover of a 
barrago of fire. Shri Akbar Singh checked them by opening 
fire with his light machine gun. He also provided cover to 
the other police personnel who climbed on to the roof of 
the house. When Shri Akbar Singh saw three of the 
roof of the house. When Shri Akbar Singh saw three of 
the dacoits trying to escape into the fields, he ran a distance 
of about 200 yards to take up a fresh position and thus 
prevented the escape of the dacoits who then directed their 
fire on him. He remained undeterred and kept up eteady 
fire on the dacoils killing all three of them. 

In this encounter, Shri Satish Chandra Tiwari and Shri 
Akbar Singh displayed outstanding courage and devotion to 
duty.

Immediately on receipt of the information, Shri 
Harish Chandra Shah collected the available police force 
and threw a cordon round the hide-out of the dacoits at 
about 3.45 a.vn. He then called out to the dacoits and 
asked them to surrender. When the warnings of the police 
had no effect on the dacoits, Shri Shah had a hole made 
in the wall of the house. As soon as the hole was complet- 
ed, the dacoits opened fire from Inside. Unmindful of the 
risk involved, Shri Shah remained in the forefront and him- 
self fired a burst of T.M.C. into the room. He also 
ordered the throwing of tcarga.s shells inside the house in 
order to force the dacoits to come out, but the dacoit went 
on firing from the windows of the house. Shri Shah and 
Shri Sita Ram Singh crawled lo positions behind a heap of 
fodder facing the windows. Then without regard for the 
heavy fire from the dacoits, they advanced up to the house 
and shot Ram Kishun dead. 

Sarvnshri Harish Chandra Shah and Sita Ram Singh dis- 
played outstanding courage and devotion to duty.

Shri Chauhan alongwith Shri Shah and the 
Sub-Inspector of Police crawled to a position behind a heap 
of fodder facing the windows. Then, without regard for 
the heavy fire from the dacoits. Shri Chauhan and the other 
two officers advanced up to the house and shot Ram Kishun 
dead. 

Shri Manbodh Singh Chauhan displayed outstanding 
courage and devotion to duty. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under clause sixthly 
of the Statutes governing the award of the Police Medal 
and consequently carries with it the special allowance admis- 
sible under rule 5 of the rule governing the award of the 
Police Medal with effect from the 11th November, 1968.
